Caillaux went to tho office 
cf the Figaro to carry out an a c t of 
vengeance against C a h n e tte ^ who had 
been waging a campaign characteriz­

m inister of finance. 
She 
shot

m ette in the chest, in the side and 
in the abdomen. 
He died soon af­ 
terward.

police, 
Mine. Caillaux
